A total of 217 cars of green vege- 
tables left the Everglades area this 
week as compared with 283 the 
week before. The prices have been 
steady with flat beans bringing 
from 50c to $140, depending en- 
tirely upon the grade of the pro- 
duct.

SUGAR COMPANY! 


FESTIVAL HAS A 
CROWD OF 1,600 


Successful Season Ended 
With Dance and Barbe- 
cue Saturday Night 


Approximately 1,600 people at- 
tended the harvest festival 
dance at the Clewiston Sugar 
House Saturday night, the gala 
event marking the close of the 
season of the United States Sugar | 
corporation. The festival is an an- 
nual event. 
The large open warehouse space 
on the ground floor of the mill 
was partially cut off by decorations 
of palm leaves and other shrub- 
bery. Festoons of colored lights 
and streamers of gaily tinted pa- 
pers were caught from the four 
walls to a central point of the 
room and formed a vaulted ceiling 
for the dance floor. 
A platform way erected against 
one wall for the orchestra and 
splendid music for dancing was 
provided by Bill Doherty's orcHes- | 
tra-from Palm Beach. The pro- 
gram began at 7:20 with the serv- 
ing of a barbecue supper. The 
menu of barbecued pork, Bruns- 
wick stew,- pickles, bread, ice 
cream, cake and coffee was serv- 
ed by scores‘of attendants to sev- 
eral hundred people. 
Admission to the festival this 
year was by courtesy ^ tickets 
which had previously been issued 
to all employees for themselves, 
their wives and sweetheart 
Courtesy tickets were also présent- 
ed to the U. S. Engineers aad to 
others in the section by the com- 
pany committee |n charge of the 
festival arrangements. 
The crop brought to a close by 
the cessation of grinding Friday 
night was very successful, in the 
light of the December freeze which 
practically ruined every growing 
crop in the state. The sugar crop 
of the Everglades is the only crop 
to provide any harvest followiag 
the freezing weather, which was 
almost unparalleled in this section. 
The mill operated at capacity 


the freeze and several new pro- 
duction records were set during the 
time when every possible means 
was used to speed up the produc- 
tion of raw sugar. 

The January production of the 
sugar house is the greatest month- 
ly grind in the history of the mill, 
a total of 132,000 tons of cane pass- 
ing. through the mill which has a 
daily capacity of 4,000 tons, the 
Actual tonnage ground exceed- 
ing the amount which is considered 
capacity of the mill by 22,000 tons. 

Although sizeable crews are 
maintained during the growing 
season for maintenance of drainage 
operations, and for cultivation of 
crops, à large proportion of the 
3,000 employee’ of the corporation 


is rejensed for other employment.
